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A HABEM IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Au opportunity came at last to gra- 
tify a loug-cheiishod wish by visiting 

a harem. Madame L , a French 

lady who has lived hero mauy vgius, 
visits in tho harems of several pashas, 
and invitetl me to aouompauy her. I 
donned the best uiy trunk afforded, 
and at 11 o'clook wo set oat, each in a 
sedan choir. I had often wondered 
why' the ladies in them sat so Agtraight 
and looked so Btifif, but I wondered no 
longer when the stout Urctans stopped 
into the shafts, one before ami tho 
Other behind, and started off. Tho 
motion is peculiar shake, as if you 
wont two steps forward and one bacK. 
It struck me as so ludicrous, my sit- 
ting bolt upright like a dog in myiiltle 
house, that I drew the curtains and 
had a good laugh at my own expense. 
Half an hoiy^'s ride brought us to tho 
Pasha's hohse in Stamboul — a larijo 

."wboH55Bdildm§^with closely latticed 
windows. AVo were received at tho 
door by a tall Ethiopian, who con- 
ducted us across u court to the harem. 
Here a slave took our wraps, and we 
passed into a littlo reception room. A 

<Wtfvy rug of bright colors covered tho 
centre of tho floor, and tlio ouly furni- 
ture was tho divans around tho sides. 
The pasha's two ^Yives, having been 
apprised of our intended visit, were 

waiting to tsQ^ve ui. Madame L 

was an old friend and warmly welcom- 
ed, and as she spoke Turkish the con- 
veiftaiion was brisk. She presented 
me, and we curled ourselves up on the 
divans. Servants brought tobacco in 
little embroidered bags and small 
sheets of rice paper, and rolling up 
some cigarettes, soon all were smok- 
ing. The pasha is an "old-stylo" Turk, 
and frowns on all European innova- 
tions, and his largo houfjoliokl is con- 
ducted on tho old fashioned principles 
of his forefathers. His two wives were 
young, and very attractive women. 
One, with a pale clear complexion, 
dark hair and eyes, fjuite came up to 
myddea of an Orioutal beauty. Not 
co'ntent, however, with her good looks, 
she had her eyebrows darkened, while 
a delicate black line under her eyes 
and a littlo well-applied rouge and 
powder, (I regret to confess) made her 
at a little distance a still more bril- 
lia'dt beauty. I doubt if any womtm 
understand the use of cosmetics as 
well as these harom ladies. Herdreaa 
was a bright cherry silk, the waist cut 
low,.in front, the skirt reaching to her 

^h&'eJ. 'Trousers of the same, and her 
slippers to match, coiuplett'd iier cos- 
tuiae. The other wife wa^ e([ually as 
attractive, with lovely blue eyes and 
soft wavy hair. She wuh ilro.s.s(jd in a 
white Brousa silk waist, richly embroi- 
dered with crimson and gold l)raid, 
blue silk skirt, white trou.sers and yel- 
low slippers. They both had on a 
groat deal of jewellery. Several sets, 
I think, were disposed about their 
persona with great efl^ct, though not 
in what wo should consider very good 
taste. Being only able Lo wear one 
pair of earrings, tiiey had the extra 
pair fastened to thuir luaidH, whieli 
was elaborately arraiij^'eil about their 
heads and hung down behind. There 
were half a dozen slaves in the room, 
who when not wailing on their misj- 
tresses squatted on tho floor, smoked, 
and listened to the convensalion. Cof- 
fee was brought almost immediately, 
tho cups of lovely blue and white china 
in pretty silver borders on a tray of 

i|£t.filagieo, After sitting here fov a 

^TlS' ' ttftd exchanging the compli- 
roonts of tho day, we piissed into the 
next room, a large SllIooii with lat- 
ticed windows and door opening into 
the court. Here a fouiiliun threw up 
a Hparkling jet of water, ami several 
trees .^flin^ flowering shrubs, with a 
profusion of ivy on tho walls, made it 
a- very attractive place. Tlio chiKl of 
the oldest wife, a bright-eyed littlo 
boy, was lloating chips in the basin of 
the fountain, lftUgl)ina .and clapping 
his hands, when the falling water up- 
set them or wot his face. The floor 
was covered with handsome rugs, and 
around tho sides of tho room were 
luxurious divans; liLllo other furniture 
Booms necessary in a Turkish house. 
Wo followed our boBtesBes' example 
and seated ourselves on the divans, 
though not, as tliey did, with our feet 
under us, and refreshments were serv- 
ed on a largo gilt .salver, ii) tlio iniddlo 
of which was a haiulhomocovin'nl dirili 
of Bohemian glass lillod with sweoL- 
moats, with vases on each side to 
match, one holding queer-shaped

watched her movements and learned 
what to do.

'and after eating placed uorBpoon in 
the empty vase. Then she took some 
water and drank a glass of cordial. 
So we each did (it is polite to tastobut 
once), and placed tho soiled spoon in 
the vase for that puipoa^.

The Absurd Charee against 
Hou- Mr- Brown. 

' The paymout to tho Hon. Mr.Brown 
of 'four hundred and ninety dollars to 
cover expenses incurred in visiting the 
capital for the purpose of attending 
to his executive duties, has been 
seized upon with avidity by our local 
cotitemporary as ground for a seiies 
of attacks upon the AdminiBtration. 
It is alleged that the payment of the 
money by the Government was uncon- 
Rtitutional and wholly unjustifiable, 
and that its acceptance by the Presi- 
dent of the Cabinet places him within 
the scope of the disqualifyiug and 
penal proyiBions of the statute, aDd,in 
faafc.renflers His seat in the Legislature 
TaoaiitVand the organ bellows for the 
issue pi; a writ for an election to fill 
tliif imaginary vacancy. Let us see 
how far the ground thus taken is ton- 
able: The Aot provides that no 
member of the Legislature shall ac- 
cept any office of emolument at the 
hands of the Government withcfut 
being reielected. If it can be made 
to appear that the money paid to Mr. 
Brown was in the nature of salary, 
emolument, then a case would probably 
be made out. But if, on the other 
hand, Mr. Brown was merely reim- 
bursed, indtmuified for his expenses, 
no case is made out and the railing 
accusations of our contemporary nat- 
urally fall to the ground. This is a 
very simple matter and ought not to 
require much discussion. Every mem- 

• ber of the House is entitled to and ro- 
"^oeiveaindemnity for his expenses in at- 
•'ten'ding each session. It is of two kinds, 

sessional allowance and milage. No sane 
person would think of Buggosting that 
the acceptance of such indemnity is 
an infringement of the Act or exposes 

' the recipient to the pains and penalties 
therein provided. Nor can it be sup- 
posed that a Cabinet Minister who is 
willing to give his services free would 

' be expected to be out of pocket his 
expenses in attending . the public 
Iju^ess. The expens [of a salaried 
Minister aie paid, and surely those 
of a Minister who gives his ser- 
▼io6s gratuilonslj^' ou^ht to be paid 
^fc'o?' T?he expenses of every pub- 
lic officer while from home on 
duty are paid, and have always 
been paid, out out of the public trea- 
sury, and it may safely be assumed 
that the people neither expect or 
desire an unsalaried Cabinet Minister 
to pay his own expenses incurred in 
attending to public business. It is 
not necessary to search for a precee- 
dent. although preceedents are as 
numerous as analogous cares, in justifi- 
■^"cation of the payment. Everybody 
mast have expected and desired that 
the legitimate expenses of the gentle- 
.. man in question should be paid. Thus 
' the subject is narrowed down to the 

' .question, —Was the amount paid to 
Mr. Brown excessive, greater than his 
legitimate expenses, and, therefore, in 
the nature of emolument,— payment 
for his services as a member of the 
Executive ? It appears that tho pay- 
ment was o cover seventy days' ex- 
pduses. Members are indemnified in 

: their expenses by a lump sum of $400, 
called "sessional allowance," lor a 
session of not less thao thirty days, 
and by "milage allowance" at the rftto 
of twenty-five cents for every mile tra- 
velled in coming to and returuin;^,' 
from tho capital. Mr. Biown received 
$490 fer seventy dfiVH, or about one- 
half tho rate at whidh every member's 
expenses are piii i that sum was 
to cover milage and all. At the rate 

, members are paid tho milage alone 
would have amounted to ^iSO, if ho 
only made twelve visits to tho capital. 
Surely not another word ia uocesfiary 
to show that tho payment, so far from 
being excessive, was very moderate 
.^ indeed. The writer iu our oontempor- 
rs|gr appears to think that Mr. Brown 
should pay his own expenses. If wo 
are noi greatly mistaken that snmu 

• writer (unfortunately. for the country)

The following memorial from tho resi- 
dents of Oowiohim and Salt-Spring Island 
has been presented tcJ Mr. Joseph Spratt, 
owner of East Coast mail and freight 
steamers, through the instrumentality of 
the hon. Mr. Sniitho, senior member for 
tho district: 

2'o Josep/i Spi-alt, Esq:— 

The memorial of the undorBigned resi- 
dents of Cowiohan and Salt Spring Island 
sheweth, 

Ist. That when the rate of fares and 
freight was ostablisbed on the East Coast 
mail steamer, travel was small and traffic 
light. 

2udly. That in tho early days of tho 
settlements agrioulturol produce was 
much higher in price than it is at present 
and the amount charged for transport was 
comparatively a small percentage on the 
amount realized from thd sale of stock, 
etc. 

Ordly. That while beof and other farm 
produce have boon reduoed lifty per cent, 
in price, passenger travel, and tratlio with 
the aettlemonls have no very much in- 
creased as to make it possible to reduce 
the charges to the Oowichan and Salt 
Spring Island settlers as baa already been 
done to the residents of Nanaimo. 

4thly. That it is an unprecedented ano- 
maly to charge §3 per ton from Victoria 
to (lowichan and per ton from Victoria 
to Nanaimo which is twice tho distance. 

Your memorialists therefore rospoct- 
fuUy ask that you will take the above set 
fortu oiroumstauceB into consideration 
and cause such a reduction in faro and 
freight to Co-(viohan to bo made as will 
place Cov.-ichan ami Salt Spring Islaiid od 
the same proportionate footing as Nanai- 
mo and remove what is now felt to bo a 
grievance."

90 ° with some fatal sunstrokes and 
no prospect of an abatement of the 
heat. 

The steamship WiBconaiu.for Liver- 
pool, in going to sea got foul of a buoy 
off tho west bank and was disabled by 
tho chain winding around her propel- 
ler . Divers were sent for 16 "^<Sat out 
tbe chain, " 

Stanley, under date, of Lake Vic- 
toria, Nyanza, July 29ti,' 1875, fur- 
nishes another chapter of his experi- 
ences in Africa, and relates tho story 
of his fight with a baud of savages, in 
which 14 of them were killed and 8 
wounded. . " 

EUROPE. 

Ber-ik, Aug 10 — Yesterday a Russian 
lady fired a pistol at Prince (iortsohakoff, 
Russian iiiiniater to Switzerland. The 
Prince is nnhuri. The lady was arrested. 
Tho attempted assassination is attributed 
to political motives. 

London, Aug 10 — The discussion of the 
extradition treaty has been postponed 
until the next session of Parliament un- 
less settled in the meanwhile. 

Paris, Aug. 10 — The govornment has 
granted tho right for a telegraph cable 
betweon Paris and New York, and sub- 
scriptions will soon bo opened. 

Pauih, Ky., Aug. 10— In tho sale of G. 
O. Bradford's shorthorns to-day, tbecelo- 
bralod bull, 14th Duke of Thorndale, sold 
for S 17,000. Another bull sold for SBOOO. 
In all, 21 bulls sold for S25,205. Forty- 
eight cows and h.oifers brought $;i7,G-10. 

London, Aug 11— John Walton, of New 
York, who was surrendered by Franco 
under tho extradition treaty betweon that 
country and Groat Britain on a charge of 
forgery, was before tho Common Sergtaut 
to-day on a question previously' raised 
before the magistrate of Guildhall that 
ho could not be tried except for the crime 
for which ho is surrendered under tho 
treaty. Counsel for the defense again 
raised tho same objection, which was 
held good and the prijonor discharged. 

London, Aiig 10— The Great Northern 
Telegraph line to China and Japan, in- 
terrupted July 3l8t, is now working and 
communication witli tho East is again es- 
tabliahod. Communication is also com- 
]dote with Australia and New Zealand. 
The oablo between Java .ao4, Australia, 
which broke six inonths ago, has been 
repaired. 

LoNL-oN, Aug. 9 — Tho Irish rifle team 
for America are as follows: Rigby, Fen- 
ton, Jas. Milner, Cooper, Joynt, Goff, 
Groenhill, Thynde, Dias and Pollock. 
Two gentlemen who won places in the 
competition, Smith and 'Ward, arc unable 
to leave on account of i^rivato affairs, 
Thoy sail on tho 17th inst. 

In the House of Oommons this after- 
noon. Under Secretarr Burke said sever- 
al representations had been made to tho 
Porto regarding tho cruel and atrocious 
scenes in Bulgaria. Tho Porte has been 
informed that the recital of these deeds 
had created in English minds the great- 
est indignation and horror. I have rea- 
son to believe that these occurrences 
passed some little time ago and that pnn- 
ishmont is beiiig 'indicted by tho Porte 
upon tbo perpetrators. British consul 
agouts have been appointed at Philopolis 
with special instructions on tho subject 
of these atronitios. 

A special to the Standard from Parata- 
ohim says the population in Lower Ser* 
via are fleeing from the Turks in groat 
terror. Gen. Tohornayoff, of the Ser\'ian 
army, threatened to resign unless ho 
should be allowed to bo commander-in- 
chief. It ia bolieved in German military 
circles that tho war will close in a fort- 
night. Tho Servian premier has asked 
for an armistice. There has been an at- 
tempt made to incite insurrection among 
tu8 Greeks in Lower Crete against Tur- 
key. The perpetrators of tbo atrocitios 
in Bulgaria are to bo pnniahed. Tho Sul- 
tan has sent §1000 for the relief of the 
sufferers. 

A special to tho Hour from Vienna says 
it is bolieved that the powers have arrived 
nt an understanding in respect to tho 
disciission for an European Congress to 
meet in Vienna. Tho Porto hiw given its 
assent in ])i-iuoiplo to tho following points: 

First — 'I'lio re-establishment of tho 
statuin quo ante bollum in Servia. 

Second — Montenegro to receive an ac- 
cretion of territory, including a seaport 
in tho Adriatic. 

Third — Bosnia and Horzegovina to be 
united and form one province nndor a 
special charter in which a csnsiderable 
measure of government will be granted.
